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Introduction 



THIS volume contains the records of the House of Representatives in 
four General Courts, 171 8 to 1720, for two Houses were elected in 1720. 
Owing to a difference between the House and the Governor and 
Council, Bartholomew Green refused to print the Journals after May 30, 1720, 
and Nicholas Boone became the printer of the House of Representatives. 1 The 
change was not of advantage if the quality of proof-reading be taken as a measure, 
for the errors are much more numerous with Boone and they are errors of the 
printer. Fortunately most of them are so evidently errors as to be easily corrected 
by the reader. The original text is followed in this reprint. 

The number of questions on which the House was opposed to the Governor 
and Council becomes greater, and touches, among other, interpretation of the 
Charter, royal prerogative, permanent salaries and precedents in legislative 
methods. On one matter the Council printed its defence — "The Case of the 
Muster Rolls of his Majesty's Castle William " — reprinted in this volume from 
the copy in the Boston Athenaeum. 

The Proclamation, used as a frontispiece, is from the unique copy found bound 
in a file of the Boston News-Lettet for 1 71 8, in the Connecticut Historical Society.

Directed) before them; which was accordingly done by theMembers present, and 
then they withdrew.

The House proceeded to write their Votes for a Speaker, which being Collected 
and Examined, it was found that /oAn Burril Esq; was chosen by a major part of 
the House. He was accordingly Conducted to the Chair. 

The House proceeded to the choice of a Clerk by written Votes, which being 
Examined, it appeared that Mr. John White was chosen by a major part of the 
House, and he was sent for to the House. 

A Message sent up to the Board by Col Hutchinson, Col. Thaxter, and Major 
Savage, to report to his Excellency the Governour, the Choice the House had 
.made of a Speaker. 

Who return'd that his Excellency said the Choice is acceptable to him.

A Message sent up to the Board by Mr. Remington, Capt. Hammond, and Mr. 
Porter, That the House are now ready to proceed to the choice of Councillors. [ 2 ] 

Who returned that the Board are ready to join with the House in the Election. 

Ordered, That Major Savage, Mr. Lindal, Major Stoddard, Mr. Remington and 
C&pt^FFadsworth, be a Committee to carry up the Votes of this House for Coun- 
sellors, and assist in sorting and numbering them together with the Votes of the 
Board, and Report to the House the several Elections that shall be made. 

The said Committee carried up the Votes of the House for Counsellors in the 
late Colony of the Massachusetts Bay, until that Eighteen were chosen by a major 
part of the Voters. 

Then for the late Colony of New-Plymouth, and return'd that Four were chosen 
as aforesaid.

Resolved, That the said Return be accepted notwithstanding, tho* said Buck- 
minster is one of the Select-men, the other two Select-men not being present at 
the meeting when the Choice was made. 

A Message from his Excellency the Governour by John Otis Esq; That the two 
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worthy Members of this House now Elected Counsellors may be sent up, to take 
their Places at the Council Board. 

The said two Members, viz. Jonathan Dowse and Joseph Hammond, Esqrs. 
were sent up to the Board, accompanied by Capt. Chambers, Mr. Remington, Mr. 
Lindal, and Capt. Bane. 

A Message from his Excellency the Governour, by John Cushing & Nathanael 
Paine, Esqrs. That this House do now attend him in the Council Chamber. 

Mr. Speaker and the House went up accordingly, and his Excellency made a 
Speech to the Court; whereof Mr Speaker obtain'd a Copy, and with the House 
returned to their own Chamber. His Excellency's Speech Read, and is as follows, 
viz. [ 3 ] 

GENTLEMEN, 

IN several preceeding Sessions I have mentioned to You how extreamly Necessary 
it was for us to find out some means to advance the sinking Credit of our Publick 
Bills; As also what measures may be proper to be taken for the Incouragement of the 
Products of this Province, and especially the raising of Hemp and other Naval 
Stores: This has been so cooly received hitherto, that I had almost given over the 
thoughts of offering it again to Your Consideration; But finding that the III conse- 
quences of our not giving due Attention to these weighty Affairs, are every Day In- 
creasing, and that they will Inevitably end in our utter Destruction if not timely pre- 
vented: And also Judging that if I omitted it I could not answer the Trust my Master 
King GEORGE hath reposed in me, and should also be wanting in my tender Care 
and Regards for the Welfare of this Province: I thought myself under an Indispensible 
Necessity once more to lay these Matters before this General Assembly; Give me leave 
to assure you, that Delays in such grand Matters as these, are highly Dangerous, and 
I should think if you would a little reflect upon the miserable State of Your Neigh- 
bours at Carolina, it would awaken You f and make You think it high time to look 
about You, for I am throughly convinced that if nothing be done this Sessions we 
shall find, that to attempt it hereafter will be too late. 

Since the Meeting of the last Assembly there hath been a Committee of the Council 
appointed to take these Matters of so great Importance into their serious considera- 
tion; And I hope there will be laid before you some Proposals that may probably put a 
Stop to this Dangerous evil, that we at present groan under, and question not but each 
Member of both Houses will be assisting in this Affair with their utmost Zeal and 
Cunning, which will Answer the trust and Confidence the Country reposes in You 
who are their Representatives, and will render your Names Famous to this present 
Age, as also to the succeeding Generations. 

I have lately received Letters from the Lords of Trade and Plantations, wherein 
they make heavy Complaints of the vile Abuses that the makers of Pitch, Tar and Tur- 
pentine Commit, by mixing sand with it, and filling great part of the Barrels up with 
large stones: I think this Complaint demands of You to make some strict Law to pre- 
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vent it for the future, which if not Immediately complied with, the Bounty Money, 
will be taken off, which will not a little Affect the Trade, as also remove the advantage 
which at present this Province reaps by it. 

I have received several Informations from the Eastward that the Sloops that come 
thither for Boards, bring with them Cargoes of Rum, which they Sell to the Indians 
who get very often Drunk with it: This creates among them great Disorders, which will 
be followed tenth fatal Consequences. I hope then Gentlemen, since the Honour of God 
and the Peace of these Provinces so much depend upon the stopping of this evil prac~ 
tice, that you will not slip this Opportunity of redressing it. 

Last Sessions we had the Affair of enlarging the College under consideration, I hope 
you will now resume and go through it. 

The Season of the Year is generally very Hot, and therefore tho' I could offer some 
other matters worthy of your thoughts, I shall rather choose to defer them till our next 
Meeting. 

The usual Orders of the House were Read, and Ordered, To be the Orders of the 
House during the Sessions thereof. 

Ordered, That Capt. Sternes, Capt. Chapin and Mr. Wilson, be Monitors of the 
House to take care that the Orders thereof be duly observed. 

Ordered, That Mr. Speaker issue a Precept to the Town of Charlstown, and an- 
other to the Town of Kittery, that each of them may send a Person to Represent 
them in this House, in the room of Jonathan Dowse and Joseph Hammond Esqrs; 
their former Representatives, now Elected of His Majesty's Council. 

A Representation of John How, Peter Clayes, and 16 others, Presented to the 
House and Read, Complaining of illegal Proceedings in the Election of Col. Joseph 
Buckminster return'd Representative of the Town of Framingham. And several 
Evidences to support the said Complaint. Read. 

Ordered, That the Complainers serve the Select Men of the Town of Framing- 
ham with a Copy of their Complaint, and that the said Select Men be directed 
and required to attend this House and make answer to the said Complaint on the 
3d Day of June next at three a Clock in the Afternoon. 

Ordered, That Mr. Remington, Mr. Porter and Capt. Cawley, be a Committee to 
consider of that Paragraph in His Excellency's Speech relating to the vile Abuses 
committed in mixing Sand and Stones with Tar, Pitch and Turpentine, that is 
Shipt off, and to Project and lay before the House a Draught of a Bill, more effec- 
tually to prevent such Frauds. 

And then the House Adjourn'd till to Morrow Morning Nine a Clock. 
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ORdered, That Col. Thaxter, Mr. Lindal, Maj. Savage, Mr. Remington and 
Capt. Ftdlam be a Committee to examin and consider the Subject, Matter 
and Allegations of such Petitions as are referred to them, and report the same, 
with their opinion thereon to the House. 

A Petition of John Barrel of Boston, Presented to the House and Read, Pray- 
ing, That he may be enabled to sell a House and Land in the said Town, which 
was his late Wife Abiah's, and which in her life time they Mortgaged (to obtain 
Money to Build thereon) that so the said House may be Redeemed and not For- 
feited to the Mortgagee. 

And the Question being put, Whether the Prayer of the Petition be Granted? 
It pass'd in the Negative. 

A Petition of Robert Pateshall in his own Right, and Thomas Hichborn and Wil- 
liam Thomas in Right of their Wives, Children of Richard Pateshall Deceas'd, 
Presented to the House and Read, Praying that an Island called Damaris Cove, 
lying to the East of Kennebeck River, which was the said Richard PateshalTs, may 
be annexed to Suffolk, or some other County, that so they may know where to 
Prosecute in the Law and Eject some Persons, that have wrongfully entered on, 
and taken possession of the said Island, Committed. 

A Petition of Thomas Hardin Refiner of Iron, Presented to the House and Read, 
Praying, That a suitable Premium by the Tun may be allowed him, for his En- 
couragement to Refine Iron, and a meet Encouragement for splitting of Iron. [ 4 J 

Ordered, That Samuel Thaxter, Esq; Capt. Joseph Wadsworth, Col. Henry Som- 
ersby and Mr. Robert Crossman, with such as the Honourable Board shall Joyn, be 
a Committee to consider and lay before this Court, what they think proper to be 
done for Encouraging of Iron Manufacture in this Province; and to whom the 
said Petition is referred. 

A Message from the Council by Edmund Quincey and Jonathan Dowse, Esqrs; 
that there is a Member wanting at that Board, which they are ready now to Joyn 
with the House in Electing. 

Voted, That the said Choice be attended this Afternoon. 

A Message sent up to the Board by Mr. Lindal and Capt. Osgood, to propose to 
them accordingly. 

. A Petition of Capt. Zeckariah Tuthill, Presented to the House and Read, Pray- 
ing a larger Allowance than now he has, may be Granted to him for the Victual- 
ling of the Garrison at Castle William. Committed. 

A Bill Intituled, An Act in Addition to the Act Intituled An Act, for Review in 
civil Causes. Read a first time. 

Ordered, That Habijah Savage, Esq; Capt. Peter Osgood, Charles Chambers Esq; 
Col. Henry Somersby, Col. William Dudley, Maj. John Denison, Maj. John Stod- 
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dard, Samuel Porter Esq; and Capt. Thomas Tile stone, with such as the Honour- 
able Board shall Nominate, be a Committee to receive of the Treasurer such Bills

A Message from the Board by Nathaniel Paine Esq; That they are now ready 
to receive the Votes of the House for a Councellor for the Territory between Saga* 
dehoc and Nova Scotia. 

The House brought in their Votes accordingly, which were sent up by the 
Committee that carried up the Votes for Counsellors on the Day of Election of 
Counsellors. 

Who returned that Paul Dudley Esq; was chosen by a Majority of Voters. 

Ordered, That Edward Hutchinson, William Dudley, John Stoddard, Francis 
Fullam, and Jonathan Remington, Esqrs; wait on His Excellency the Governour, 
for his Approbation of the Person above named, to be a Counsellor or Assistant 
for the Year ensuing, to be given in Writing under his hand. 

The said Vote sent down from the Board by Jonathan Belcher and Joseph Ham- 
mond, Esqrs; It being entered thereon as follows, viz.

I am of Opinion, That since the Bills of Credit are the only Money that passes 
amongst us, It will be very necessary in our present Circumstances to make it for the 
future Felony of Death to Counterfeit the same, which is according to the laudable 
Custom of all well regulated Governments. 

I must inform you, That since our last Meeting the Indians by the Instigation of 
their Jesuits have been very Insolent, and Killed our Cattle, contrary to the Treaty 
made at Arrowsick; and also that I have received a very Sawcy Letter from one of their 
Priests, which I shall order to be laid before you. 

These III Treatments, as also the Indians Surly Carriage towards the English 
obliged me by the Advice of the Council, to send a Detachment to the Eastward, to In* 
sped into their Proceedings, and am Informed, That it hath been of great Service, 
and broke the Indians measures for this Fall. 
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Gentlemen, 

/ hope some effectual Methods will be taken to prevent our being Insulted for the 
future, so that His Majesty's Subjects may not be obliged to leave their Houses and 
Settlements, to their utter Ruin and Destruction. 

I have nothing more to recommend to you, but that when the Upper and Lower 
House are divided in their Sentiments that a Conference be immediately appointed, 
that so we may not spend our time in unnecessary and tedious Debates, but may pro- 
ceed with that Decency and Regularity as becomes a Great and General Assembly.

You are now met for the Business of the present Year to Inquire into and Resolve 
upon what may be for the Honour of His Majesty } s Government and the Peace end 
Welfare of the Province, and therefore hope you* I lay aside all Animosities and 
Heats, and Act with Concord, Zeal and Faithfulness to your Country in this Critical 
Juncture. 

It was a great Satisfaction to me to observe in the last Assembly so good an Agree* 
ment as to the Pub lick Interest, and so little of a private and party Spirit. 
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/ hope this Assembly will not come short of it, but will even try to exceed them on 
that Account. 

What our wants are, we all well know, if therefore proper Measures, can be pro- 
posed to relieve us, I shall with great chearfulness pursue them. 

I must likewise observe to you that as His Majesty is always inculcating in His 
Speeches from the Throne, the Sanction of Parliamentary Securities and the Danger 
of postponing them which constantly supports the Credit of Great Britain, so I think 
myself in Duty bound to give you the same Advice, and must affirm that whoever en^ 
deavours to break into such Acts of this Province is attempting entirely to ruin the 
Publick Credit of all General Assemblies and also of this Country. 

I hope what. I now say will not only prevent any motion of so Fatal a Consequence, 
but will also engage you if any such breach has been formerly made to take effectual 
Measures to make it up again. 

It seems to me that it would be to our Service that in this Assembly the most weighty 
and important A fairs of the Province should first fall under consideration, the House 
being then full, and afterwards the matters of lesser moment, 
Gentlemen, 

/ have nothing further to add but to acquaint you that the small Body of Men that 
marched to the Eastward, for the Protection of His Majesty* s good Subjects there, has 
had the desired Effect, and the Indians do not seem to take any Umbrage at the Move- 
ment of these Forces.

So that it was from a sincere and just Regard to the Rights, Powers and Privi- 
ledges of this Government Granted by the Royal Charter, that the Council chose 
rather to omit the Duty of one per Cent, on English Goods for this Session. 

That the Council apprehended the Duty of one per Cent, on English Goods 
affected the Trade of Great Britain, and so within the meaning of His Majesty's 
late Additional Instruction is certain. And being of that opinion, it would have 
been inconsistent for the Board to Concur the Bill of Impost as first sent up, how- 
ever they can boldly and truly say, That in the whole of their proceedings on this 
occasion they have acted from a Principle of Duty to His Majesty, Love and Fi- 
delity to their Country, and have nothing more at heart than the just, wise and 
careful preservation of those unvaluable Rights, Powers and Privileges Granted 
by the Royal Charter, which God long continue. 

Samuel Patridge and Samuel Thaxter, Esqrs; brought down a Petition of Sam~ 
uel Smith of Sandwich, to his Excellency the Governour and Council, shewing, 
That he is imprisoned for the Murther of his Negro Servant, which he is not 
guilty of, praying that a special Court of Oyer and Terminer, may be constituted 
for his Tryal, it being near a Twelve-month, before the Court of Assize will set in 
that County. With a Message that his Excellency with the Council are ready to 
appoint Judges in answer to the said Petition, if this Court think it proper to bear 
their Charge in attending the Service. 

And the Question being put, Whether the Charge of such Court shall be defrayed 
out of the Publick Treasury? It pass'd in the Negative. 
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Resolved, That the Sum of Six Hundred Pounds be allowed and paid out of the 
Publick Treasury to his Excellency SAMUEL SHUTE, Esq; Captain General 
and Governour in Chief of this His Majesty's Province, for his Support in man- 
aging the Affairs of the Government. Sent up for Concurrence. 

Resolved, That the Sum of Fifty Pounds be allowed and paid out of the Publick 
Treasury to the Hon. William Dummer, Esq; Lieut. Governour, in consideration 
of his readiness at all times to serve this Province. Sent up for Concurrence. 

Resolved, That the Sum of Four Hundred Pounds, be allowed and paid out of 
the Publick Treasury to the Hon. the Judges of the Superiour Court of Judi- 
cature in proportion to the Courts they attended in the Year past. 
Sent up for Concurrence. 

Resolved, That the Sum of Thirty Pounds be added to the allowance of the 
Reverend Mr. John Leverett, President of Harvard College for the Year Currant, 
beginning in January last, and paid to him out of the Publick Treasury. 
Sent up for Concurrence. 

Resolved, That the Sum of Two Hundred and Fifty Pounds be allowed and 
paid out of the Publick Treasury to Jeremiah Allen Esq; Treasurer of this Prov- 
ince for his Service the Year past, his Trouble being extraordinary in changing 
the Bills of Credit, and taking care for a Supply of the Garrisons, 13c.

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Mr. Speaker and the House went up accordingly. 

And His Excellency was pleas'd to say, 

Gentlemen, / Return you Thanks for the Care you have Taken of my 
Support, and am well pleas'd that the many Debates that have happened this Session, 
are at last brought to a happy Conclusion. 

I have nothing further to add, but to wish you well to your respective Towns. 

And then Mr. Secretary Willard Declared, That it is His Excellency's Pleasure 
that this Great and General Court should be Prorogued to Wednesday the 26th 
Day of August next, at Ten a Clock, in the Morning: And that it was accordingly 
Prorogu'd.

Mr. Speaker, and the House went up accordingly, and His Excellency made 
a Speech to the Court: And then Mr. Speaker with the House Return'd to 
their own Chamber. 

A Letter from Mr. Samuel Pain Representative of the Town of Woodstock, 
Dated, Octob. 30th. 1719. presented to the House and Read, shewing that he is 
by Sickness prevented attending His Majesty's Service in this House. 

Thomas Paine Esq; who was absent the last Session, made his Excuse for his 
absence.

Ordered, That the said Select-men of Boston be desired to take care for the 
Entertainment of such of the said Passengers, as can't be receiv'd at the Pest- 
house, in some proper Place to prevent, the spreading of the said Infectious Sick- 
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ness, and provide them, and the others at the Pest-house with some fresh Meat 
and Greens for their Refreshment, and Fire-wood for their present necessity. 
Sent up for Concurrence. 
Mr Speaker having obtain'd a Copy of His Excellency the Govemours Speech, 
It was Read and is as follows, viz. 

GENTLEMEN, 

SINCE our Last Session, I have had the Honour to receive several things in Com- 
mand as well from their Excellency's the Lords Justices of the Kindgom in His 
Majesty's absence, as from the Right Honourable the Lords Commissioners of Trade 
and Plantations, which as they very much affect the Government of this Province, so I 
am obliged to Communicate them accordingly. 

Their Excellency's the Lords Justices are pleased to signifie to Me, their great dis- 
pleasure at the Act of Assembly that was passed at the Sessions in May, 171 8. En- 
tituled, An Act for granting unto His Majesty several Rates and Duties of Impost 
and Tunnage of Shipping: Wherein a Duty was laid both on English Goods and 
English built Shipping, as being contrary to His Majesty's Instruction for that pur- 
pose and not authorized by the Royal CHARTER; / am very glad we were so sensible 
of the Mistake, as at our Sessions in May last, we took off the Duty on English Goods 
and Shipping, and the more Effectually to prevent our being Guilty of so fatal an 
Error for the future, I am Expressly Commanded by [ 36 ] their Excellency's, to 
Represent both to the Council 1$ Assembly in the Words following, viz. "That as the 
"Power of making Laws, which was granted to this Government by the Charter 
"from their late Majesty's King William and Queen Mary, is restrained to the 
"Condition, that such Laws shall not be Repugnant to the Laws of Great Britain, 
"they will do well to consider how far the breaking this Condition, and the laying 
"any Discouragement on the Shipping and Manufactures of Great Britain may 
"endanger their Charter. 

This Gentlemen must be look'd upon as a Warning from the Throne, and I hope 
will prove a Means to preserve us in our Dutifull Dependance on, and Subjection to, 
the Crown and Government of Great Britain, upon which ( under GO D) the Con- 
stitution and Prosperity of this Country Intirely Depends. 

From the Right Honourable the Lords of Trade y Plantations, I am to acquaint you, 
"That an Act of Parliament passed the last Session, wherein is a Clause requiring 
"a more strict Examination for the future, into the goodness of Pitch and Tarr, 
"to be Imported from the Plantations, and no Premium to be allowed, but for 
11 such of the said Commodities as shall be perfectly clear & good : This Matter very 
much affecting the Trade of the Province, I think Deserves the Care of the Govern- 
ment as well as of the Merchant. 

I have also a very strict Charge from their Lordships, to take the Utmost care in the 
preservation of His Majesty's Woods, Mast Trees ; &c. According to the Reservation 
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in the Royal CHARTER, And the Act of Parliament in that Case made and Pro- 
tided, And to Support the Surveyor General of the Woods in the Execution of his 
Office; Their Lordships being Informed that not only great Waste is, and has been 
Committed upon the Kings Timber, but that the Surveyor himself has been discouraged 
in the Execution of his Office. Complaint has been also made to their Lordships, as if 
great Quantities of Timber had been carried from New-England to Spain, and I wish 
there may have been no ground for it; but certainly it imports us very much, by all 
ways possible to prevent any Damage to His Majesty by the spoil of His Woods, the 
carrying on any Illegal Trade, and more especially affording any Assistance to His 
Majesty's Enemies, in a time of War. 

Their Lordships are pleased further to signify their dislike of an Act of Assembly 
made in the Second Year of His Majesty's Reign, Entituled, An Act in further Ad- 
dition to An Act Entituled, An Act for making Lands and Tenements liable to 
the Payment of Debts, iffc. The Exceptions taken to that Act shall be laid before 
you, that so a new Act may be made for the ends therein mentioned, or the old one 
Revised and Corrected. 

I have also very lately received from the Secretary of the Board of Trade, the Act of 
Parliament for the Incouragement and Regulation of Pitch and Tar, as also a Method 
for the Raising of Hemp, all which shall be laid before you, and I am of Opinion it is 
a matter very well worthy your particular Care and Incouragement. 

As to the Ordinary Affairs of the Province, about which we are now met, I must leave 
them in general to your own Deliberate, Prudent and Peaceable Consideration, assur- 
ing you that what ever you shall agree upon, shall meet with no delay or difficulty 
with me, so as it be agreeable to His Majesty* s Instructions, consistent with His 
Majesty 9 s Honour and Authority, and the Security of your own CHARTER. 

You may remember that the last Session there were some Votes passed referring to 
the Accompts of the Moneys upon the Publick Loans, I cannot but think the sooner 
that matter is perfected, the better. 

Another thing I would mention is, the speedy providing an effectual Remedy to pre- 
vent a very mischievous and scandalous Practice, lately crept into the Trade of this 
Town of Boston; / mean the selling of Goods, Merchandizes, and even Houses and 
Lands by Lottery. 

It might be very well oho, That an Act were made to prevent the Exportation of 
Grain, Provision or other necessaries of Life, when they bear a very great price among 
our selves. 

I am to acquaint you, that agreeable to a Vote of Assembly the last Sessions, the 
Marching Party in the Province of Maine under Capt. Bane are Disbanded. 

I have lately received several Letters and Accounts from the Eastward, as to the 
temper and circumstances of the Indians there, which I shall lay before you, and tho' I 
cannot believe they will offer at an open War with us, so long as the strict Alliance 
continues, between His Majesty and the French King; yet of late they have been so /n- 
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solent and Injurious to the Inhabitants of the New-Settlements, that I believe some 
more effectual measures than have yet been taken, must be entered upon, for the Pro- 
tection and Incouragement of our People there, taking care at the same time, that no 
just provocation be given to the Indians. 

I have lately with the Advice of the council, directed the Select-Men of Boston, to 
take the proper care, to prevent the heavy charge, likely to arise to this Town, by the 
coming in of poor People from Abroad, especially those that come from Ireland, but I 
should think That, a matter of such weight, as to deserve the thought and care, even of 
the General Assembly. 

Ordered, That Col. Dudley, Mr. Cooke, Capt. Noyes, Capt. Chambers, Capt. 
Foye and Capt. Gardner, with such as the Honourable Board shall appoint, be a 
Committee to receive of the Treasurer, such Bills of Publick Credit, in his Cus- 
tody, as are Torn, Defac'd, or unfit for use, and take an Accompt of the Number, 
of each of the sorts of the said Bills, and the Sum the whole amounts to, and give 
the Treasurer Receipt for them, and Burn the said Bills to Ashes, and make Re- 
port of their Doings. Sent up for Concurrence.

In further Answer to His Excellency the GOVERNOURS Speech, 
at the Opening of this Session 

It is humbly Offered, 

THat forasmuch as King WILLIAM and Queen MARY, of Blessed 
Memory; by their Royal Charter, were Graciously Pleased to Gratifie 
Their Subjects, the Inhabitants of this Province, with such Powers, 
Priviledges and Franchises, as in their Royal Wisdom was thought most con- 
ducing to the Interest and Happy State of the People here, thereby bringing 
them under so good a Form of Government, and Giving and Granting to the 
Governour, and the Great and General Court of the said Province, full Power 
and Authority, to Make, Ordain and Establish all manner of Wholsome and 
Reasonable Orders, Laws, Statutes and Ordinances, &c. ( so as the same should 
not be repugnant or contrary to the Laws of the Realm of England ) as they 
should judge would be for the good and welfare of the same; Being thereby fa- 
voured with very many valuable Liberties and Priviledges which ought at all 
times to Demand from us our grateful Acknowledgements thereof, as well as our 
Dntiful and Loyal Dependance on, and Submission to the Crown and Govern- 
ment of Great Britain; by whom under GOD, we are still in the quiet and peace- 
able Use and Improvement thereof; and being under the Reign of so Glorious a 
Prince, who ever since His Happy Accession to the Crown, has manifested a 
tender Regard to the Liberties of His Subjects; gives us great hopes that our 
happy Constitution will be preserved to us, and our Posterity. And in order there- 
unto, we ought to inform our selves of our Rights, because our Prosperity or In- 
felicity intirely depends upon the Enjoyment or Deprivation of Liberty; least 
for want of a right understanding of them, we should at any time exceed the true 
bounds and limits thereof; Wherefore it most certainly highly Imports this Gov- 
ernment in Framing and Passing all Laws and Ordinances, to take care that 
they are not repugnant and contrary to the Laws of Great Britain. [ 7 ] 

WE are humbly of Opinion, that it very well deserves the Care of this Govern- 
ment to make strict Laws, with severe Penalties, not only to prevent all Frauds 
and Abuses in the making of Pitch and Tarr, but to take some more effectual care that 
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they be good, clear and clean put up, that not only the Importer may receive the Pre- 
mium, but the Honour and Reputation of the Government, as well as the Merchant 
may not be Impeached. 

And that to Effect the same, the Laws already made, for preventing the aforesaid 
Abuses may be Enforced, by giving greater Rewards to such Officers, as are, or shall 
be appointed to Inspect that Matter, that shall Inform and Discover such vile 
Cheats. 

We are also very sensible, that the Preservation of His Majesty* s Woods, according 
to the Reservation in the Royal Charter, as well as the Supporting and Encouraging 
the Surveyor General, in the Execution of his Office, is what may justly be expected 
from us; And that this Government made and passed an Act, in the First Year of His 
Majesties Reign, To prevent the Stroy and Waste of Timber growing within this 
Province. And that the Right Honourable the Lords of Trade and Plantations, have 
been Informed, that not only great waste is and has been committed upon the King's 
Timber, and that the Surveyor has been discouraged in the Execution of his Office we 
make no doubt of. And if any waste has been committed, the Surveyor General has 
been the chief, if not only Instrument thereof, by Selling and indulging divers People 
for considerable Sums of Money, to go into the Woods to Cut Trees for Loggs, and 
other Uses, by which indirect means many very valuable Pines have been Sold and 
Converted to Private Men, which hath been evidently to appear by the Affidavits of sun- 
dry persons of known Credit and Reputation, and produced and laid before the As- 
sembly, at their last Sessions, as well as some other Sessions before. And we suppose 
before this time have been shewn to that Honourable Board, pursuant to the Orders 
and Instructions given to Mr. Agent Dummer, by this House, at their last Session; 
Whereby their Lordships will be enabled to see who has been in a very great degree the 
Instrument of the strip and waste lately made, who is very likely to be the person that 
Informed, tho f not of himself . But that the Surveyor himself has been obstructed in the 
Execution of his Office, is what he never has been yet able to maintain and make ap- 
pear to us, notwithstanding all his attempts to Evince the same, unless he imagines it 
an obstruction for People to Refuse to give him Money to improve the Timber Trees in 
their own Properties, which he strenuously endeavoured to perswade them into, and 
had obtained the same, if not seasonably prevented. 

And as touching the other Complaints, that great quantities of Timber have been 
carried off from New-England to Spain. 

We hope, and from the best Information can get, do not understand that there has 
been any quantities of Timber Exported out of this Province to Spain, and would 
therefore humbly presume, that there is no just ground to Charge this Government with 
allowing or indulging any here in any such Illegal Trade; who would rather use all 
proper Methods to Suppress the same, as well as by all lawful ways, prevent any 
Damage to His Majesty, by the spoil of his Woods, for that we should look at it in- 
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excusable for us, either to afford any Assistance to His Majesty's Enemies, or Dis- 
foil Him of his Interest here. 

The Exceptions taken to the Act Referred to in His Excellency's Speech, which 
occasioned their Lordships dislike thereof, We readily acknowledge to be very just, 
and highly reasonable. 

And therefore a new Act is preparing for the Ends therein mentioned. 

And if any thing further can be done for the Encouragement, and Regulation of 
Pitch and Tarr and Hemp; the last of which has lately by an Act a Premium of 
Two-pence per Pound for all good Merchantable Hemp, Raised in this Province, 
notwithstanding which, if any Method can be thought on, which will Advance the 
Produce thereof, that they be speedily Enforced and put in practice. 

The House has before them the Accompts of most of the Commissioners of the 
Monies upon the Public k Loans, and intend the same be Adjusted this Session, fully 
agreeing with His Excellency, the sooner these Matters are perfected, the better. 

Grain, Provisions, and other Necessaries of Life, being in great measure the Prod- 
uce of the Neighbouring Governments, and though they have for some time past born 
a very great Price, yet under our present Circumstances, An Act, to prevent the Ex- 
portation thereof, seems to have some Difficulties attending it. 

Having duly Considered the Temper and Circumstances of the Eastward Indians, 
and being well apprized of their Insolencies to the Inhabitants of the New Settlements 
there, would propose that some suitable and effectual means be without delay set on 
foot to sup- [ 8 ] press the same; so that the People there may be protected and en- 
couraged, who have been at very considerable Charge and Expence in bringing forward 
the same in so great a Measure as they have already done, that should they now be 
obliged to quit their Habitations, and come off with their Families and Effects, it is 
not hard to conceive the Distressing Circumstances that would soon follow them; but 
also many dishonourable Inconveniencies it would bring upon the whole Province, 
which by the Blessing of God, this (Government without Excessive Costs and Charges 
may now prevent.

His Excellency's 

SPEECH 

Is as follows, Viz. 

Gentlemen, 

AS it was with great unwillingness, that I parted with the last General 
Assembly; so it is with great Satisfaction that I meet this, especially 
since they have been so Dutiful to His Majesty, and so wise for their 
Country, as to prevent any Occasion of Differences betwixt His Majesty's Pro- 
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rogative, and the Liberty of the Subject; to both which, I shall always endeavour 
to have the utmost regard, being bound by Duty and Inclination so to do. 

Having nothing in Command from His Majesty to Communicate to you, I 
shall recommend those things to your Consideration, which from my own ob- 
servation, and the best Judgment I can make, I take to be of great Importance 
to the Province. 

And in the first place, The Supporting the Value of the Publick Bills of Credit; 
This is what I have almost at every Session, mentioned as a matter, not only of 
Justice, but of Interest; and I am more especially obliged to do it now, because 
the NeighbouringGovernments lookingupon it asamatterof the last Consequence 
to us all, have lately appointed Commissioners to Enquire into that Affair, and 
lay before their respective General Assemblies, what they have thought proper 
for the Publick Good, with respect to the Publick Bills of Credit: The unanimous 
Resolution of the Commissioners when they met at Boston, I shall Order to be 
laid before you. 

The Confusions that are in the Colony of South Carolina, by reason of Paper 
Credit, may, and I hope will warn us against going further into any Medium of 
that kind; and I am glad to find, that the generality of our thinking People begin 
to be convinced, that it will be for the Interest of the Country, and [ 3 ] even the 
Trading part, to Call in the Bills as soon as may be conveniently. 

I believe it will be of necessity, when the Bills become very scarce, for the 
Government to think of some reasonable Method, for the Ease of the People, 
in paying in the Publick Debts; & at the same time, to take great care not to 
postpone them, as we have too often done, to the detriment of the Government, 
and lessening the Value of the Bills of Credit. 

I am very well pleased to observe by all, that have the State of the Country, 
and our Trade at heart, that good Husbandry and Industry are unanimously 
agreed on, as among the first and best Expedients, to help us under our great 
difficulties. 

I must acquaint you, that by the observation that I have made of the De- 
tachments that I have sent, for the Interest and Security of the Eastern Settle- 
ments, that I find your Militia is under no good Regulation, and must to make 
them useful, be put upon some better Establishment. 

By some Letters from the Indians, and all Accounts from the Eastern Parts, 
it would be very much for the Interest of the Government, the Security of the 
New Settlements, and the quieting of the- Indians, if there were set up among 
them, in some proper places, and under due Regulations, a few Truck-houses, 
where the Indians might be supplied at reasonable Rates, with what they want, 
and which as I remember, we are under Obligations to do by our several Treaties; 
and that also some general Boundaries were agreed on between the Indians, and 
the English Claimers and Purchasers. 
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I am perswaded, that the Affairs which shall come before you this Sessions, 
will be carried on with that Temper and Unanimity, as will well become you, 
who have so great a Trust reposed in you, as to be sent Representatives for this 
Province. 

John Burril Esq. Brought down a Letter from Mr. Agent Dummer, which 
he had received, being Directed to him as Speaker of the House of Represent- 
atives. 

Some Objection being made, and Debate had, Respecting the Election of Mr.

• May it please your Excellency, 

WE His Majesty's most Loyal and Dutiful Subjects, the Representa- 
tives of this Province in General Court Assembled; looking at our 
selves bound in Conscience, to discharge the great Trust reposed in us 
by the People, whom we Represent, truly acquaint your Excellency, that the last 
Assembly, took no great pleasure in being Dissolved before they had gone through 
the usual and necessary business, for which they were called together; especially 
when we consider the Motives and Reasons that prevailed upon your Excellency, 
to Dismiss them, even with such Expressions, t.hat tho' it was very irksome and 
disagreeable to you; but as Matters then stood, was forced to do it, or give up the 
King's Prerogative. Having now taken it into our serious Consideration, that 
their Asserting and Maintaining their just Right, and Ancient Priviledge of 
Chusing their Speaker, and not owning your Excellency's Power to Negative him 
is nothing but what they were strictly obliged to. 
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And therefore humbly are of Opinion, that whoever was of Advice to your Ex- 
cellency in that Matter, did not Consult His Majesty's Interest, nor the Publick 
Weal and Quiet of this Government, but officiously endeavoured to beget un- 
happy Misunderstandings between your Excellency and that House, and break 
off that desirable harmony, which every one ought to keep up. 

In all Duty and Obedience to His Majesty's Writts; (notwithstanding the 
pressing Circumstances of the Season) We came chearfully to attend this present 
Session with full purpose and resolution to behave our selves with such Temper 
and Unanimity in all our Actions, as justly might be expected from us. Yet can- 
not but take notice with no little concern, that the reason given for the Satisfac- 
tion your Excellency took in Meeting this Assembly is Expressed in the words 
following, (Especially since they have been so Dutiful to His Majesty, and Wise 
for their Country, as to prevent any Occasion of Difference betwixt His Majesty's 
Prerogative, and the Liberty of the Subject) by which you give us to understand, 
that your Excellency concludes from our proceeding at the Opening of this Ses- 
sions, That we are apprehensive, that by the Royal Charter, or some other Power, 
there was a sufficient Authority, Vested in the Governour, to Negative the 
Speaker of that House. We therefore take this opportunity to assure your Ex- 
cellency, that this House are very far from giving into the belief of any such 
thing, being fully of the same mind with the last Assembly; do entirely Agree and 
Declare, according to the best Views we are capable of taking; That it is the un- 
doubted Right of the Representatives only, to concern themselves in the Election 
and Constitution of a Speaker. 

And earnestly hope and desire this Province may never have an Assembly, that 
will willingly forego such a valuable Priviledge, which their Late Majesty's King 
William & Queen Mary, of blessed Memory, graciously favoured this Province 
with, when they Passed their Royal Assent to a Law made by this Government, 
Directing and Governing that Affair. [ 12 ] 

• We cannot therefore but look upon it somewhat strange, that any Endeavours 
should be enforced to Deprive this People the Enjoyment of a Right so near to 
them, which they have for so long a time been in the Improvment of. 

We are truly Sensible of the Great Felicity this Province in Particular Enjoys, 
by reason of the many Priviledges and Liberties we hold, under the Most Auspi- 
cious Reign of His Majesty King George. That we should be wanting to our own 
Intrest as well as to the Duty we Owe to His Majesty, did we not at all proper 
Seasons readily discover our utter unwillingness to encourage the least Efforts to 
Lessen His Majesty's Prerogative; And did not always unanimously and Chear- 
fully Oppose the Attempts of all that should in the least wise offer at the Effect- 
ing thereof: And yet we would (all Dutifull Regard being had toward His 
Majesty) humbly presume that it is no ways pispleasing to His Most Sacred 
Majestey, that His Faithfull and Loyal Subjects Use, Exercise and Enjoy, all 
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and every the Rights, Priveldges and Liberties they Claim and Hold from and 
under Him. 

It is a great pleasure and Satisfaction to us, that your Excellency, at several 
Successive Sessions put us in mind of Supporting the Value of the Publick Bills of 
Credit, and if what the Commissioners from the Neighbouring Colonies have 
agreed on may be a means to lead us into any likely Method to perfect so general 
a Good to the several Governments, our time here will be well Spent, If thereby in 
some measure we can avoid the Hardships and vast Inconveniencies that have 
attended some others, by going too far into a Medium of Paper Credit. 

We are humbly of Opinion that if the Court would now before the Bills have 
done their work, find out some other way of Discharging the Pbulick Debts, by 
allowing the People to bring into the Treasury, such of the Growth of this Prov- 
ince, as may be agreed upon to be most benefical, it might be a great ease to the 
Inhabitants, and prevent much oppresion from private Persons. 

Is also behoves this Government, that the Funds on which the Bills of Credit 
had their Emition, should be carefully and seasonably Answered, least for want 
thereof, those Bills that are still out-standing fall lower in Value. 

And should we now Resolve to Set upon good Husbandry and Industry, it 
would needs tend very much to Extricate this, People out of their many Difficul- 
ties they at present Labour under. 

If the Militia for want of some good and wholesome Laws, is in a great measure, 
rendrered ineffectual, whenever any Laws or Orders, for the better Regulation 
thereof, shall be projected and laid before the House, they will have their due 
Consideration, and meet with a ready Compliance, if accommodated for the 
Service of the Forces, that from time to time may be sent out in Defence of the 
Country. 

The Setting up of Truck-Houses, for quieting of the Indians, and securing of 
the New Settlements, if any such should be thought requisite, unless they be put 
under better Regulation than any heretofore have been, we fear they will occasion 
the Feuds and Animosities among the Indians, as they formerly did. The Indians 
being naturally so jealous and mistrustful, can't endure to have their Trade 
strictly confined. 

And may it please your Excellency, We do suppose that in the former Treaties 
with those Indians; Boundaries were stipulated, and agreed upon between this 
Government and them, and at several subsequent Treaties in a most solemn man- 
ner, confirmed; That should the Government break through them, we shall not 
know where to stop. 

But would at all times take special care, that the Indians be not in the least 
measure molested or interrupted in the peaceable Improving all the Lands that 
of Right belong to them.

SPEECH 

Read. And is as follows, Viz. 

Gentlemen, 

Since our Last Meeting, I Received several Informations upon Oath, That 
the Indians were Committing great Outrages in our Eastern Settlements, 
by Killing of Cattle, and threatning and insulting His Majesty's Subjects, 
which Affidavits I shall Order to be Laid before you. I therefore thought it highly 
necessary, with the Advice of His Majesties Council, to send some Forces into those 
Parts, in order to put a stop to these violent Proceedings, which at present has had 
its desired Effect; but think it still worthy your serious consideration, to find out 
what maybe the best Measures to prevent these Mischiefs for the future; as also to 
secure His Majesties Subjects in the peaceable Enjoyment of their Just Posses- 
sions in those Eastern Parts, which I think a Duty incumbent upon you to Protect. 
The vile practice of counterfeiting the Province Bills is carrying on, not only in 
many parts of these Provinces, but also in Great Britain, which if not timely pre- 
vented, must prove very fatal to most of the American Settlements, whose Me- 
dium of Trade are Bills of Credit; I therefore Recom- [ 3 ] mend it to you as one of 
the best Expedients to prevent the growth of this wicked practice, to make it a 
Capital Crime by a Law, & strictly to put it in Execution, without which, making 
of good and wholsome Laws will be of no signification, and instead of tending to 
Strengthen the hands of Government, which is the principal design of making 
them, will rather render the Government weak and feeble. 

The Governour of Nova Scotia has tho't fit to acquaint me, that it appears to 
him by the several Examinations that has been taken before him, that the French 
were the chief Actors and Promoters of the late Disaster at Canso, where the Loss 
is computed to Twenty Thousand Pounds, besides the Lives of three or four of His 
Majesties Subjects: 

I could heartily wish that this Province, and that of New Hampshire, (which as 
I have been informed, have constantly supplied the French of Cape Breton with 
Provisions and other Stores) have not in some measure been Instrumental in this 
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Misfortune. I think it therefore of great Concern to His Majesties Interest and 
His Subjects, in these Provinces, effectually to prevent these Proceedings by a 
Law, especialy since such a Law will be entirly conformable to the Fifth Article 
of the Treaty of Nutrality in America, between England and France, in 1686 
which I shall Order to be laid before you. I shall also Recommend the same 
Measures to the Assembly at New-Hampshire, in the most pressing Terms, when 
I Meet them in the Spring.

I shall add one thing more, That I hope the present Happiness and Tranquility 
of your Province, will put you in mind of chearfully Supporting the Mildest and 
most Easie Government, under the best and most Gracious Prince; It's what His 
Majesty most justly expects from a Country that Enjoys such singular Privi- 
ledges and Immunities, by which it is become one of the most Extensive and 
Flourishing of all His Majesties Plantations in America. 

If there shall any other Matters (besides what I have Recommended to you) 
appear to be Advantageous to the Province I shall not fail to give them their just 
attention. [ 4 ]

Ordered, That the said Report be Accepted, and that the said Sum of One Hun- 
dred and Sixteen Pounds, and One Peny, the Ballance in the hands of the said 
Committee, be Presented to them for their good Service in taking care of the said 
Building. Sent up for Concurrence. 

An Accompt of Bartholomew Green, Printer, of Printing and Paper, for the 
Government, Anno 1719. Amounting to Thirty Seven Pound, Nine Shillings, 
Seven Pence, Presented to the House for Allowance. Read and Committed to the 
Committee for Petitions. 

An Accompt of the Honourable William Dummer Esqr. Commander of His 
Majesties Castle William; Amounting to Five Hundred Pound, Expended in the 
Repairs of the Works at the said Castle. Presented to the House for Allowance. 
Read and Committed to the Committee for Petitions. 

WHereas this Government was at sundry times last Year fully Informed, of 
many Wrongs and Injuries offered to the English, Inhabiting the Eastern 
Parts, with- [ 7 ] in this Province, by the Kennebeck Indians, which occasioned the 
sending down several Gentlemen to Casco-Bay the last Winter, to Demand Satisfac- 
tion for the aforesaid Wrongs, and to bring them to a suitable Behaviour for the future: 
The Indians then promising that the whole Tribe should be acquainted therewith, in 
order to make Restitution, which they have not done, but have of late renewed their In- 
solencies, to the great damage of the People, Inhabiting those Frontiers; Mr. Ralle the 
French Jesuit, perpetually Instigating the aforesaid Indians, to persist in their 
Outrages on the English there. 

Wherefore Resolved, That One Hundred & Fifty Effective Men, under suitable 
Officers be forthwith Ordered to march up to Noridgawog, & Compel the Indians 
that shall be found there, or in other those Parts, to make full Satisfaction for the 
Damage they have done the English, by Killing their Cattle, Swine, Sheep, or 
carrying them away, or Stealing Provisions, Cloathing, or any other ways wrong- 
ing of them. 
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And that a Warrant be Directed to Capt. John Leighton, High Sheriff of the 
County of York, who is to accompany the Forces, for the apprehending and safe 
bringing Mr. Ralle to Boston, who is at present Residing at or near Norridgawog, 
in Kennebec k River in this Province; and that if he be not to be found, that then 
the Sheriff Direct and Command the Indians there, or in the Parts adjacent, to 
bring in and surrender up the Jesuit to him the Sheriff; and upon their Refusal, 
to Comply with either of the said Demands, that the Commanding Officer is to 
take the best and most effectual way to apprehend and secure the Indians so re- 
fusing, and safe Conduct them to Boston. Sent up for Concurrence. 
Upon a Motion being made, 

Ordered, That the Treasurer receive three Quarters of a Five Pound Bill of 
Credit on this Province hereto annext, of Mr. John Foster, and give him a whole 
Five Pound Bill for the same: It being made to appear that the other part of the 
said Bill was casually Burnt. Sent up for Concurrence. 

A Petition of John Merrill, Henry True, John Morrill, and Daniel Morrill, Se- 
lect-men of the Town of Salisbury, Presented to the House and Read. Prayings 
That some Course may be taken by this Court, to Remedy the great Trouble and 
Damage; several of the Inhabitants of the said Town suffer by the Constables, & 
Officers of New-Hampshire, Distraining upon them for Taxes, fsfc . 

And then the House Adjoum'd till to Morrow Morning Nine a Clock

THis House in Perusing the Treaty of the Commissioners sent by this Court 
the last Winter, to the Eastern Indians, find that they then Promised, that 
their whole Tribe should be acquainted with the Demand of the English, for the 
many Wrongs done to them, in order to the making of Restitution, which Promise 
they have not comply'd with, and no Restitution is yet made. 

Voted, that the said Indians be written to forthwith, to comply with that their 
Promise, and that if they have any thing to offer to this Government, that they 
send their Messengers to Boston for that end, the General Court now Sitting. It 
not being Honourable for this Government to send Commissioners to them again, 
since they have fail'd of complying with what they promis'd at the last Interview 
with them. Sent up for Concurrence. [ 8 ]

MR. i?oi*r* Auchmuty, in Obedience to the Order of the House, Attended, 
and was Admitted into the House, and made a full Narrative of the afair, 
for which he was Directed to Attend the House, and then Withdrew. 

Mr. John Clark, from the Committee appointed the ioth Currant to receive 
Information cocerning false Musters, and Propose Expedients to prevent them, 
Offered their Report, which was Read. 
The Report is as follows viz. 

PURSUANT to the Order and Direction of this House, The Committee 
have made Inquiry into the State of such Garrisons respecting their 
Musters, as we could at present get Information about. 
And upon Perusing the Muster-Roil of His Majesties Garrison Fort-Mary, at 
Winter-Harbour, under the Command of John Gray, Captain from July 1719. to 
July 1720. The Names of the several Men included therein being distinctly Read 
over to William Adams, late Soldier there, and during that whole time, in which 
Muster-Roil Thomas Brown, was put down for Eleven Weeks and Six Days, 
James Lindsey, Forty Five Weeks Two Days, James Bennet, Fifty Weeks Two 
Days and William Moxen, Fifty Two Weeks and One Day, and he Declared 
neither of the four Persons above named were at the Garison, during the several 
times they are Entered in the Muster-Roil, and that he knew no such Persons, 
and the Muster-Roil from June 1718. to July 1719. being shewed to him the said 
Adams, and the several Mens Names therein distinctly Read over, in which 
William Moxen, was Entered for Fifty Seven Weeks and One Day, Samuel Bray 
Thirty Seven Weeks & Two Days, & Jacob Ryland, Forty Three Weeks and 
Three Days, but that neither of the Persons were belonging to the Garison dur- 
ing the time, of his said Adams's being a Soldier there. 

Jacob Ryland, Informed that some time in September, 171 8. he was at Winter- 
Harbour, and Resided at the Fort about Six or Eight Weeks, was Enlisted as a 
Soldier there, but being out of Employ, he Watched and Warded as others did, 
it being a time of Danger, and that he Paid Capt. Gray, Four Pounds, Ten Shil- 
lings, for Victuals and Drink and other things, and that Capt. Gray, made him 
an Allowance of Fifty Shillings, for Watching and Warding, and the Muster- 
Roil for the Year 1718. in which William Moxon, is put down for Fifty Seven 
Weeks and one Day, being [ 42 ] shewed him, he declared no such Person was at 
the Fort while he was there, neither doth he know any such Person, and that in 
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the Years 1718, 1719. Samuel Bray, is Entered on the Muster-Roll for Thirty 
Seven Weeks and Two Days, altho he was there but Three Days as a Member of 
this House, to whom the said Bray, belonged, Informed and Confirmed by the 
Declaration of Jacob Rylance, and yet we find an Order to Mr. Treasurer Signed 
Samuel Bray, and William Moxon, to Pay to Capt. John Gray, for the time they 
were on the Muster-Roll, and Capt. Gray's, Receipt for the same. 

Sergeant Joseph Chapin, and John Larrobee, Quarter-Gunner, both Soldiers 
at Castle-William, being Examined, declared on Oath, the Muster-Roll's of His 
Majesties Garison at Castle-William, under the Command of the Honourable 
William Dummer, Esqr. Being shewed them from October, 1716. to December, 
1 71 7. In which Three several Rolls, Daniel Rulter, was inserted, and in the whole 
for Sixty Two Weeks, but he was not there, neither do they know any such Per- 
son, and the Roll's in 1717, and 1718. in which Joseph Russel was Entered, that 
in the Summer Seasons of those Years he was off the Castle Island for several 
Months together, and that Moses Price, and David Cane, were absent the Summer 
Months, and they further declared, that it has been Customary for several of the 
Men that were Entered on the Muster-Roll's, to be absent for many Months to- 
gether in the Summer-time, and John Cooper, who is in the Muster-Roll from 
Decemb 1717. to the 14/A of July, 1720. being asked about him said they knew 
no such Person. 

And upon Examining into the Muster-Roll, of His Majesties Garison at 
Fort-George, under the Command of John Gyles, Capt. from May 1719. to 
July 1720. That two or three Retained in Service at that Fort, are not Able 
Effective Men. We Enquired of Mr. Treasurer Allen, concerning the Fifty Men 
under the Command of Capt. Samuel Moody, from April last, but find he hath 
not brought in his Muster-Roll. 

And we would further Remind this Honourable House, that many that be- 
longed to the Forces lately sent to the Eastward, are Allowed to come home, 
and are dismist the Service, several of them having Paid to their Captain con- 
siderable Sums of Money, to Purchase their Liberty, as they have Assured sev- 
eral Members of this House. 

WE are therefore humbly of Opinion, that such corrupt Practices, are 
very diserviceable to the interest of this Government, & as an Exped- 
ient, for Remedy thereof do propose: That every Officer, that shall 
make any false or Untrue Muster-Roll, or that shall Muster any Person by a 
wrong Name knowingly, shall Forfeit One Hundred Pounds, and be displaced from 
[ 43 ] such Office, and that one or more meet Persons be appointed by this House, 
Clerk of the Checks, who shall from time to time have an Inspection into the 
Forts, Garisons and Forces, and take care that every one have their complement 
of Men, and the better to Enable him or them to Execute the trust reposed in 
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them, that when and so often as they shall see reason, the Commanders of the 
Forts, Garisons, and Captains of any of the Companies in Pay of this Govern- 
ment shall call forth their Men before them, and if any do not appear, the Com- 
manding Officer to give the reason of such absent Men, and that no Muster-Roil 
shall be Accepted and Paid by the Treasurer, unless approved of, and Signed by 
the Clerk of the Check. 

And that no Officer shall be allowed to dismiss any one under his Command, 
and put others in the room thereof but by special Leave or Order from the Cap- 
tain General, and that then all such as shall be in the room of those dismised, 
shall be good Effective able Bodied Men. 

And that no Person resident in the County of York, shall be received as a 
Soldier, and put in Pay in the Eastern Frontiers. 

And that when any Men are to be raised for the service of this Government, 
that they be Enlisted and not Empressed if they may be so had, and to En- 
courage all such as shall Enlist themselves, they shall receive such a premium as 
this Court shall appoint. /

The said Men to be well furnished with all necessaries for the Journey, and have 
the Province pay while they are out, and in case they succeed, and bring the said 
Monsieur Ralle to Boston, That there be Paid out of the Publick Treasury, the 
Sum of Five Hundred Pounds, as a Gratuity to be distributed among them. 

And be it further Resolved, That a Missionary be sent to Instruct the Kenne- 
beck Indians, in the Christian Religion, and that he be allowed the Sum of One 
Hundred and Fifty Pounds, per Annum, for that Service. 
Sent up for Concurrence. 

Upon a Motion being made, the House Prepared and brought in their Votes, 
to chuse a Minister, to Preach before this Court, on the next Anniversary Day 
of Election of Counsellors. 

And the Votes being sorted and numbered, It appeared that the Reverend 
Mr. Samuel Moodey, of York, was Chosen to that Service. 

A Message sent up to the Board by Mr. Knowlton, and Mr. Foster, to Acquaint 
his Excellency, and the Honourable Board with the said Choice. 

A Report Signed Samuel Thaxter, Jonathan Remington, and Francis Fullam, 
a Commitee appointed the 23d of October 1 717. to consider how much the Town 
of fFestborough should Pay, for a Tract of Land Granted to them, supposed to be 
about 3000 Acres. Presented to the House and Read. 

Ordered, That the Report be so far accepted, that the Inhabitants of the 
Town of fFestborough, Pay in to the Province Treasurer, for the Use of the 
Province, the Sum of Eighty Pounds, in four equal Payments, viz. I. 20 on or 
before the first day of January next. /. 20 on or before the first day of June next, 
/. 20 on or before the first day of June 1722. And /. 20 on or before the first day 
of June 1723. In consideration of the Tract of Land mentioned in the said Report. 
Sent up for Concurrence. 

Ordered, That Samuel Thaxter, Jonathan Remington, and Francis Fullam, Esqrs. 

the Committee appointed by this Court October 31st 1717. to lay out and dispose 

of the Lands called Shrewsbury: Be directed to Pay in the Money or Bills, they 

have or shall Receive for the same to the Province Treasurer, taking his Receipt. 

Sent up for Concurrence. 

A Message to the Board by Mr. John Clark, Mr. Knowlton, and Mr. Foster, to 
inquire, Whether they have Passed on the Bill for Emitting One Hundred Thousand 
Pounds in Bills of Credit. [ 67 ] 
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And on the Bill Prohibiting the Uttering of Silver Money, at lower Rates then 
Limited by Act of Parliament. 
Who Returned, That the Board informed them they were both Non-concurred. 

A Message from the Board by Penn Townsend Esqr. to Inquire what is done 
on the affair of Levying Soldiers, which a Message from this House several 
Days since, intimated was in hand. 

Mr. Cooke, made the following Motion, viz. The Committee appointed to pre- 
pare a Bill to prevent false Musters iffc. Being not sufficiently acquainted with 
the Rules, & Practices of His Majesties Garisons and Forces, nor even with the 
Custom & Usage of Castle William, and the other Garisons and Forces in the 
Pay of this Government: Should they therefore Draught a Bill, for the end 
aforesaid, they may insert some things therein that may not be consonant to, 
but probably very different from those Practices and Customs, and therefore 
Pray the Advice and Direction of this Honourable House, what Articles or Heads 
they design to have put in the Bill. 

Upon Reading whereof a Debate ensued, wherein the House discovered their 
mind in the said affair. 

The following Vote sent down from the Board, viz. In Council December Sth, 
1720. A hearing being had on Tuesday last, between John Thomas, Hugh Cole, 
Joseph Buttertvorth, and Sixty one more of the Inhabitants of Stvanzey, belonging 
to the Western Church, commonly called Elder Luther's Church, on the one part; 
and the Inhabitants of Shewamet, with several others belonging to the Eastern 
Church in Stvanzey, and called the Separate Baptist Church. It appearing to this 
Court that the Western Church in Stvanzey, whereof Mr. Ephraim Wheaton is the 
present Elder or Ministerial Officer, had many Rights and Priviledges with re- 
spect to Religion and Ecclesiastical affairs, Granted by the Government of the 
late Colony of New-Plymouth, unto their Predecessors the Reverend Mr. John 
Miles, Capt. Andrew Willit, 8c others that first Settled themselves, & a Church 
in Swanzey, & which Eclesiastical Rights & Priviledges ought to be, and hereby 
are Secured to the said Western Church, they observing the Foundation Articles 
of the said first Church. 

Voted, That when and so often as the said Western Church, shall have occasion 
for and proceed to Chuse a Minister, Elder, or other Church Officer that none of 
the Inhabitants of, or within the Bounds of Shewamet, within the Township of 
Swanzey, other than such as are Members of the said Western Church, shall have 
a Vote in such Choice or Election. 

Sent down for Concurrence. Read and Non-Concurr'd. 

And then the House Adjourn'd till to Morrow Morning Nine a Clock. 
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OXirrf, That Major Stoddard, Col. Dudley, and Capt. Throop, be a Com- 
mittee to Consider the Petition of John Thomas, fcfc . of Swanzey, and the 
Papers relating thereto, and Report what they think proper for this Court to 
pass thereon. 

Resolved, That the Treasurer be, and hereby is Directed to Issue forth, and [ 68 ] 
Emit the Sum of Ten Thousand Pounds, of the Bills of Publick Credit, that are, 
or shall be received into the Treasury, for payment of the Publick Debts of the 
Province already Contracted, for the Defence and Support of the Government, 
and the necessary Protection and Preservation of the Inhabitants of this Prov- 
ince; and for the Forts and Garisons, and Wages arising for their Service; for 
Payment of Grants, Salaries, and Allowances made, or to be made by this Court, 
according to such Draughts as from time to time shall be made upon him by 
Warrant, or Order of the Govemour, or Commander in Chief for the time being, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Council; and the said Bills shall Pass 
out of the Treasury at the Value expressed in them, equivalent to Money, and 
shall be so taken and accepted in all Publick Payments. 

And that the Duties of Impost and Excise, shall be a Fund, and Security for 
the Repayment and Drawing of the said Bills into the Treasury again, so far as 
that will reach. 

And as a further Fund and Security for the same, // is further Resolved, That 
there be, and hereby is Granted unto His Most Excellent Majesty, to the Ends 
& Uses as aforesaid, a Tax of Ten Thousand Pounds, to be Levied on Polls and 
Estates, both Real and Personal, within this Province, according to such Rules, 
and in such Proportion upon the several Towns and Districts within the same, as 
shall be agreed on, and ordered by the Great and General Court or Assembly of 
this Province, at their Sessions in May, Anno 1725. and paid into the Treasury 
on or before the last Day of December next after. 

And whereas through the scarcity of Bill of Credit, it grows difficult for Persons, 
to Convert the Produce of their Lands and other Effects into Bills, and to Pay their 
Rates in them. 

It is further Ordered, That the Inhabitants of this Province, shall have liberty 
(if they see fit) to pay the several Sums that shall be on them respectively As- 
sessed, in the several Species hereafter mentioned, at such Rates and Prices as the 
General Assembly shall set them, viz. In good Barrel Beef, or Pork, or in Wheat, 
Peas, Barley, Rye, Indian Corn, Oats, Flax, Hemp, Bees-wax, Butter in Firkins, 
Cheese, Hides, Tann'd Leather, Dry Fish, Mackeril in Barrels, Oyl, Whalebone, 
Bayberry-wax, or Tallow. Which Species shall be received by the Treasurer, of 
the several Constables or Collectors, and be by him disposed of to the best ad- 
vantage, for the Calling in of the said Bills into the Treasury. And if any Loss by 
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the Sale of the aforesaid Species, or by any other unforeseen accident shall arise: 
Then such Deficiency shall be made good by a Tax of the year next following, so 
as fully and effectually to Call in the whole of the said Sum of Ten Thousand 
Pounds of Bills Emitted as aforesaid. Sent up for Concurrence. 

Mr. Cooke from the Committee appointed, made Report on the Conference of 
Col. Walton, &c. Commissioners, with the Eastern Indians, at George-Town, on 
Arotvsick-Island, which was accepted by the House, and accordingly the follow- 
ing Vote pass'd, viz. This House having Read over the Orders of this Court, the 
ninth of November last, to Shadrach Walton Esqr. Capt. Samuel Moodey, John 
Penhallow Esqr. Capt. Johnson Harman, and Capt. John Waintvright', as also the 
Proceedings had thereon, under the hands of Shadrach Walton, and Samuel 
Moodey, only Johnson Harman and John Waintvright being present as the other 
two Gentlemen Certify. 

Resolved, That the aforesaid Gentlemen have not attended those Orders given 
them; the chief, if not only things required and expected from them, was to ac- 
quaint the Indians, that the General Court was then Sitting in Boston, and that 
[ 69 ] therefore they were forhtwith to send their Messengers thither, and render 
to the Court, why they had broken their solemn Promises, and account for their 
repeated Insults on the English, and make Restitution for the Wrongs done, &c. 
But instead of following this plain, short positive Direction, they have presumed 
to Enter into a Treaty with those Indians 9 , and have brought the Indians by their 
Chiefs, into such Terms as they thought meet; by which indirect steps, they have 
in a great measure prevented the firm Resolutions of this Court, to bring those 
Indian Salvages into a more becoming Behaviour, and obliging them to make full 
satisfaction for the past Injuries, by such proper courses, as the General Court in 
their Wisdom should Conclude to be most Honourable, and best conducing to 
the Interest of this Province. 

And in the close of the Treaty, tell the Indians, if they think they can make 
their Terms easier with the Government than with them, they may go to Boston 
if they please. 

And inasmuch as the Gentlemen that managed that Business, not regarding 
the Trust and Confidence reposed in them by this Government, in acting so 
contrary to what might have justly been expected from them; That therefore 
they be required to send to the Secretary under their Hands, the Reasons and 
Inducements that led them into the Treaty and Terms agreed upon by them; it 
being neither for the Honour or Interest of this Government, to have Persons 
retained in their Pay and Service, that have no Regard to the Orders of the 
Government; and until they comply therewith, they receive no Pay or Wages 
from the Treasurer for their present Service. But inasmuch as they Represented 
themselves, as Commissioned by this Court, to Treat & Agree with the Indians, 
That what they have agreed with them, shall notwithstanding Subsist and be 
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Allowed, Provided that the Indians duly comply with what is Stipulated on their 
part. Sent up for Concurrence. 

Ordered, That Capt. Noyes 9 , Major Quincey, Capt. Gorham, and Capt. Throop, 
go up to the Board, and Inquire, Whether they have Pass'd on the Vote of this 
House. Sent up last, for the Seizing of Monsieur Ralle, the Jesuit. 

Major Stoddard from the Committee appointed, made Report on the Petition 
of John Thomas, W *c. of Szoanzey, which was accepted by the House; and ac- 
cordingly the following Vote Pass'd, viz. A Hearing having been had on Tuesday 
last, on this Petition; and it not appearing that the Tract of Land, called She- 
toamet, was ever included in, or annexed to the Town of Szoanzey, by any Act of 
the Government of the late Colony of New-Plymouth, or of this Province; but 
on the contrary, in a Printed Act of the said late Colony, Constituting the 
County of Bristol; Shetoamet is enumerated distinct from Szoanzey, and the said 
Town of Szoanzey is said to be Bounded on Shetoamet, in an Order of Court in 
said Colony, Anno 1685. 

Resolved, That the Prayer of this Petition be so far Granted, as that the In- 
habitants of Shezvamet be, and hereby are Declared to have no Right to Vote, or 
Intermeddle in the Affairs of the Town of Szoanzey. And that all Acts and Trans- 
actions heretofore made, or done by any Town or Proprietors Meeting in the 
Town of Szoanzey, including the Proprietors of Shetoamet, shall be good and 
effectual, and that all Rates and Dues levyed, or to be levied this present year, 
by the present Town Officers, shall be accordingly Levied, Collected and paid in, 
as directed; and that no Disposal of Land, nor any thing of that nature, be acted 
or done by any Meeting of the Inhabitants or Proprietors of Szoanzey with 
Shetoamet, before the General Town-Meeting in March next, when the Vote 
above shall take effect, and not before. Sent up for Concurrence. [ 70 ]

A Message from the Board by William Tailer, Samuel Sewall, Penn Townsend, 
Samuel Partridg, John Appleton, Addington Davenport, and John Burril Esqrs. 
That it is the unanimous Desire of the Board, considering the great Charge his 
Excellency the Governour has been at the year past, that the Allowance to his 
Excellency this year may not be less, than it has been for three years past. 

The Question being put, Whether any Addition be made to the Allowance to his 
Excellency the Governour} It pass'd in the Negative. 

WHereas His late Majesty, King Charles the First, by his Letters Patent, bear- 
ing Date the fourth Day of March, in the fourth Year of His Reign, did 
Grant and Confirm, unto the Patentees therein named, by the Name of Governour and 
Company of the Massachusetts-Bay, in New-England, both Jurisdiction and 
Property of all the Lands, being and lying within the space of three miles to the South- 
ward of any, and every part of Charles River, and three miles to the Southward of the 
Southermost part of the Bay, called Massachusetts-Bay, and within three miles to the 
Northward of any, and every part of the River commonly called Monomack, alias 
Merimack, and all Lands and Hereditaments whatsoever, lying, and being within 
the limits aforesaid, North li South in Latitude, and in breadth and in length and 
longitude, of and within all the breadth aforesaid throughout the main Lands there, 
from the Atlantick and Western Sea and Ocean on the East part, to the South Sea on 
the West part, which Bounds were confirmed by Their late Majesties, King William 
and Queen Mary, by their Letters Patent, bearing Date the seventh Day of October, 
in the third year of Their Reign. 

And whereas an East and West Line drawn three miles north from the most 
northerly part of Merimack, which is the undoubted northern Boundary of said 
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Grant does intersect the River of Newickwonnock, and so run through that Tract 
of Land called the Province of Maine to the Atlantick Sea, including the Towns 
[ 84 ] of Portsmouth^ New-Castle, Hampton, Exeter, Dover and Kingston, which 
have been Erected into a separate and distinct Government, by the name of the 
Province of New-Hampshire.

the Castles Privilege of having Three Servants is what the Officers at the Castle 
assured me was en joy 'd by all the Commanders that Preceeded me; and the 
Committee had before them the Certificate of His Excellency the Governour for 
that purpose, of which no Notice is taken in the Report. I should have been glad 
the Gentlemen of the Committee would have done me the Justice, at least to 
have given me some Notice of these Matters before they had given in their Re- 
port, and that they had entred the Declaration of Chapin and Larrabee, as large 
as they designed them; Which was, That the absence of Souldiers in the Summer 
was Customary btfOVt nt? Qfttttf which last words are Omitted, and they are 
ready to Attest to it, if requir'd.

ORdered, That a Message be sent up to the Board by Mr. Cooke, Mr. 
Wainwright, and Mr. William Clark, to acquaint his Excellency the 
Governour, that a Quorum of the House are met, ready to attend the 
business of the Session. 

A Letter from Mr. Knowles, Representative of the Town of Eastham; and a 
Letter from Mr. May hew, Representative of the Towns of Chilmark and Salis- 
bury. Dated March 1720, 1. Excusing their not attending the House in the present 
Session. Read. 

A Message from the Board by Mr. Secretary Willard, That his Excellency 
expects that this House attend him forthwith in the Council Chamber. 
Mr. Speaker and the House went up accordingly. 

And his Excellency the Governour made a SPEECH to the Court. Whereof 
Mr. Speaker obtained a Copy, and with the House Returned to their own 
Chamber. 

His Excellency's SPEECH Read, and is as follows, viz. 

tftattltttttiu 

I Take this opportunity to assure you as I have often done before, that I 
have nothing more at heart, than to see this Province flourish, and to make 
it easie as well as happy under my administration. 
It is with this view that I have lately Assembled some of the Principal Gentle* 
men and Merchants of Boston, in order to propose or to receive any Scheme that 
might accommodate the People committed to my care, in the [ 2 ] Grievances 
they complain of, for want of a good Medium of Trade. The Redress seems to 
be very much within the compass of every mans capacity; I mean to be frugal 
and industrious, without which the Mines of Peru, and Mexico, would not make 
you a prosperous & happy Community. For my own part, if any Proposals come 
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before the General Assembly at this Sessions, that do not tend to Depreciate 
the Province Bills, and by that means rob the thrifty and diligent, or break into 
our publick Credit (which will reduce any Country to a state of Bankruptry) 
my concurrence shall not be wanting. 

At the last Sessions there was a Bill drawn, to prevent any Trading with the 
French at Cape Breton, conformable to the Treaty of Neutrality, stipulated be- 
tween the two Crowns of England and France; but since it had not then the 
assent of the whole General Assembly, / must again recommend it, hoping it 
will have a better fate this Sessions, least otherwise it should be thought by the 
Government at Home, that we have more regard to some private persons inter- 
est, than to His Majesties Treaties, or the publick good. 

I must observe to you, that we have been so unhappy of late, as to have 
many Factious and Scandalous Papers, ^jAXittt and publickly Sold at 15o0tOtt t 
highly reflecting upon the Government, and tending to disquiet the minds of 
His Majesties good Subjects: I therefore make no doubt, that whosoever is a 

lover of the JBritoilrtge*, JiJeate & good ®rter of this protrince, will be 

very desirous to have a Law made, to prevent this pernicious and dangerous 
practice for the time to come, and more especially since it is the King my 
Master's positive Commands, that no Book or Paper shall be JBrfntrt without 
my Licence first obtained, which you have been lately acquainted with. 

I would also recommend to your Consideration, the sending a y&tt&tTlt to the 
five 3|ltDian Nations, in Conjunction with some of our Neighbours, who I am in- 
formed are by that means endeavouring to Cultivate a Friendship and Strong Al- 
liance with them, [ 3 ] least since we were used to do it, and should now neglect it, 
they should hereafter refuse us their assistance, when it may prove very advantageous 
to obtain it. 

Gentlemen of the House of Representatives, 

I Received a Message from your House the last Sessions, relating to my Sup- 
port, wherein you acquainted me, you thought a Thousand Pounds a year in 
Province Bills, was a sufficient allowance. I must take the liberty to say, that it 
cannot be the King my Master's Sentiments, since if you'll make enquiry, you 
will find there is no Governour appointed by His Majesty in the British Colonies 
in America, that is so poorly supported as my self, though most of them are less 
in Extent, not so long Settled, and less capable of Defraying the Ezpence. I like- 
wise sent down to you His Majesties Instruction, with respect to a settled Salary; 
you excused your selves from Debating upon it at that time, because the Ses- 
sions had been long, and many Members gone home, but you have now another 
opportunity. 

I hope you will come to as speedy a Resolution as possible in the Affairs that 
I have Recommended to you, that so you may not be too long detained from 
your own private Affairs at this Season of the year.

The Answer of the House of Representatives, to his 
Excellency the GOVERNOUR's 

SPEECH. 

May it please your Excellency, 

IT must needs be a great pleasure and satisfaction to every one that is a true 
Lover of his Country's Prosperity, to see those in the Highest Seat of Gov- 
ernment, not only to think of, but strenuously lay out themselves for the 
good of those under their Administration. Your Excellency was pleased to ac- 
quaint us, that you lately Assembled some of the Principal Gentlemen, and Mer- 
chants in Boston, with a View to the Publick Good, that they might propose or 
receive Schemes for the Relief of this People under their Grievances, for want of a 
good Medium of Trade. If those Gentlemen when Assembled, did agree upon any 
Method, and had laid the same before this House, it had been very readily re- 
ceived, and due Consideration had thereon: But none such as yet hath been 
shewn forth. 

At the last Sessions of this Court, a Bill was prepared for Emitting a Hundred 
Thousand Pounds, in Publick Bills of Credit, for a further Medium of Trade, and 
the better inabling the Inhabitants of this Province to pay their Publick Dues. 
Which Bill after three several Readings and Debates had thereon, pass'd the 
House of Representatives, but had a different Turn at the Honourable Board. 
And since our coming together at this Session, being truly sensible of the insuffi- 
ciency of the Publick Bills of Credit, without a larger Supply to carry on the nec- 
essary Affairs and Trade of this Province: We are therefore of Opinion, That it is 
the incumbent Duty of the Representatives to accomplish that matter as far as 
in them lies, in the best and safest way that can be thought on. 

We agree with your Excellency, that should a further Emission of Publick Bills 
of Credit Depredate those already out-standing, it would be of pernicious Conse- 
quence to the Province. 

And therefore for preventing the same, did at the last Sessions, & have again at 
this, passed a Bill to prevent the Buying, Selling, Bartering or Exchanging Silver 
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Money or Bullion at higher rates and prices than heretofore stated by Act of 
Parliament. Which in our humble Opinion, had such an Act been made by this 
Government at the first Issuing out of the Paper Bills, they had to this Day been 
in equal Value and Credit to Silver Money. And we further Conceive the passing 
it now would not only [ 11 ] prevent the Bills being further Depritiated, or Under- 
valued, but have a natural Tendency to bring them up to the Value and Esteem 
they once had. But if any other or better way may be projected, more conducing 
to effect so great and Publick a Good, it will readily be Voted and Accepted of by 
this House. 

The Reason why the Bill to prevent any Trading with the French at Cape 
Breton, did not pass the House the last Sessions, was not out of regard to any 
private persons interest; for as we then did not, neither do we now know, or are 
informed of any within this Government, that do Trade there; & we humbly pre- 
sume should an Act be now made for that purpose, it could add no strength or 
power to the Treaty of Neutrality mentioned by your Excellency, to which we 
would ever have a due defference. And if any do Trade there, & it's contrary to 
any Act of Parliament, those Gentlemen Commissioned from Home to inspect 
those Matters, doubtless have and will discharge their duty in that Affair. 

It is an unhappy Circumstance attending a well Regulated Government, when 
they have Seditious and Scandalous Papers Printed, and publickly Sold or Dis- 
persed. And the most ready and effective way to prevent and hinder all such, is 
for the Executive part of Government at the very first putting forth any such 
Factious Papers, strictly to endeavour the finding the Authors thereof, that upon 
Conviction they might be bro't to Condign Punishment, that so others might hear 
and f ear y and do no more so wickedly. And questionless when a certain Print, called, 
News from Robinson CrusoV Island was so publickly dispersed and given to many 
Members of this House at the Opening the Session in July last, wherein the Con- 
triver of that Piece not being content to compare the Representatives at their last 
May Sessions to a parcel of men, who in an angry humour did things on purpose 
to shew their spite to your Excellency, and put a publick affront upon you, but 
goes on, and to compleat his wickedness, gives the Lie to a Report of a Com- 
mittee of both Houses; and a Resolve of this House sent to Mr. Agent Dummer, of 
the Twenty-fourth of June, 1719. And these palpable Untruths he raises on the 
Transactions of that late Assembly, to induce the World to believe they had done 
things Ex Parte with a witness Had proper Methods been then taken to discover 
& punish the Inventor or Publisher of that Libel; few or none afterward would have 
dared to publish any others of that Nature and Tendency. Should an Act be made 
to prevent the Printing any Book or Paper without Licence first obtained from the 
Governour for the time being, no one can foresee the innumerable inconven- 
iencies and dangerous Circumstances this People might Labour under in a little 
time. 
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For this Court to send a Present to the five Indian Nations, in Conjunction 
with some of our Neighbours, we cannot think adviseable at this time, for as we 
know not what Number of Families those Nations consist of, neither are we ap- 
prized what our Neigbours intend to send them. And for want of being let into 
the Knowledge of those things, our good intentions might prove very disadvan- 
tageous to the People of this Province in particular; And therefore before this 
Government Engages in that Affair: We conclude it necessary, that they be fully 
informed of the Resolutions of the other Governments on this Head. 

May it please your Excellency. 

The Vote of this House at their last Sessions touching your Support, wherein 
[ 12 ] they Declared, that what had been Granted your Excellency for this present 
year was an Honourable Allowance, was Resolved after a free and full Debate, 
and carried by a very great Majority of the Members of the House; and we were 
then in hopes would have been to your Excellency's Satisfaction and Content, 
especially considering it was determined after the House was sent for to the 
Council Chamber, and your Excellency had so plainly let them know your mind 
on that score. And we must beg leave to acquaint your Excellency, that we ac- 
count it an Honour and Duty for those that are Governed, chearfully to afford 
their Governours a Sufficiency honourably to Support the Dignity and Station 
they stand in. And under these Views as we then did, so we still apprehend the 
Allowances of this Year to your Excellency, is as much as the Honour and Service 
of this Government call for. And we take leave further to add, that we firmly be- 
lieve, that this is not only the Opinion of the Representatives now Assembled, but 
the mind of the Inhabitants of the several Towns we now Represent, and there- 
fore ought to be of Direction to us in this Affair. 

Altho' this Government have not appointed settled Salaries for the Govemour, 
Lieutenant Governour, or Commander in Chief for the time being,; yet inasmuch 
as they have always made provision suitable to the Dignity of those Respective 
Offices: And what has been so taken and accepted heretofore by the several Gov- 
ernours, or Commanders in Chief, ever since our present Constitution. We would 
therefore in all humble wise suppose, that as long as we continue so doing, His 
Most Gracious Majesty will Receive us into the Number of His Most Loyal and 
Dutiful Subjects.
